Offered For Sale 


Twenty rural school houses located 
in the Arenzville-Concord-Chapin- 
Meredosia community unit will be 
sold during the next three or four 
months, according to announcement 
by members of the board of educa- 
tion. 


The procedure for sale of the 
buildings and handling of the school 
funds was discussed at a meeting of 
the board at the First National bank 
building in Arenzville. 


All buildings will be appraised soon 
by Barton Boyle of Macomb; F. J. 
Kuhl and Everett Hale of Beards- 
town. 


The board will call for a vote of 
the people on whether to sell the 
rural school houses now closed. If 
the majority favors selling the build- 
ings, the board of education will re- 
quest the township trustees to hold 
a public sale and action. 


In a number of instances the land 
on which the schools were built can- 
not be sold because of a clause in the 
deed providing that the land be used 
exclusively for school 
purposes, 
otherwise it is to revert to the orig- 
inal owners of those now holding the 
deed. In cases of this kind the build- 
ing must be removed when pur- 
chased.
